Biohm and Voss shipyards of 
Hamburg reflects strikingly the revival which 
this industry in particular has experienced 
in the course o. the past year, due partly to 
Germany's rearmament at sea and in the air 
and partly to increased commercial activity.

The staff of workmen has also been 
increased. The gross profit has risen from 
£1,900,000 in the previous year to £2,500,000 
in the past year, and salaries and wages 
have gone up from £1,500,000 to £2, 000,000.

£4,000,000, compared with £1,800,000 at the 
beginning of the year,

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The Season s Books | 


The autumn publishing season has 
closed with the usual glut of children’s gift 
books. It has been a period of unbroken 
activity with publishers and authors since 
September, but in no way remarkable for 
any productions that could be described as 
masterpieces. As in corresponding seasons 
for several years, there has been a surfeit 
of books of travel and novels by new 
writers, who are likely to see their works 
appealing for months to come to the 
reading public. Among the novel reprints, 
the old masters, such. as Dickens, 
Thackeray, Trollope—who are secure of 
fame—are again well to the front ; but one 
cannot fail to notice a decline in popular 
favour of Scotland’s two most famous 
romanticists—Scott and Stevenson. This 
is to some extent compensated for by the 
big sale that stories by John Buchan are 
now enjoying. Since he took up his 
Canadian appointment America has taken 
to his writings with much zest. In no 
department of literary work has any new 
author leapt into fame this year, but a fair 
number of the recognised writers’ have 
produced books that will add to their 
reputation. Except for the recent volumes 
dealing with the career of the Duke of 
Marlborough by Mr. Winston Churchill, 
and of Lord Carson by Mr. Ian Colvin, 
works of political biography have been in 
no way notable. 


Cult of St. Anne in Dublin 


One has only to think of how often the 
mame St. Anne’s appears in the life ol 
Dublin, to realise how popular the cult ol 
this saint must have been in medizval 
Ireland. In the old church of St. Audoen 
(St. Ouen, Bishop of Rouen), in High 
street, there was a famous chapel of St. 
Anne with a celebrated guild in the 
Middle Ages. It is described as a guild, 
so extensive and influential that six 
chaplains were needed to attend to the 
spiritual requirements of the clients of the 
saint. But the shrine disappeared at the 
time of the Reformation. Some years ago 
the devotion was revived in the new St. 
‘Andoen’s, and the clients of this matron 
saint are now so numerous that they and 
their zeal bid fair to outshine their pre- 
decessors of far-off times. Women and 
children, in particular, seem determined 
that the modern guild in the new church 
will be maintained.

difficulties. Fifty six new chassis are at

NEW VEHICLES 


“‘A number of the new vehicles has already 
been put into service, and at least two per 
week will be built, and issued, until such a 
namber is produced as will secure adequate 
and efficient transport service. 

“The next problem is one of maintenance, 
which includes garaging. cleansing, and re- 
parmg. Omnibuses must be garaged in 
groups in centrally situated dépots, and in 
such numbers as will make their supervision 
and cleamng efficient and economical. They 
must be regularly ‘docked’ and overhauled, 
so that the risk of breakdown and stoppage 
when in service will be diminished, if not 
wholiv eliminated. The company, with these 
necessities in view, is equipping dépéts and 
workshops in several parts of the city.

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NEW BUILDINGS COST 
OVER £1,500,000

BELFAST, Monday. 
The annual report of Mr. R. B. Donald, 
MInst.C.E., Belfast City Engineer and Snr- 
veyor, which was issued to-day, showed that 


many works for the rehef of unemployment 
were completed m every area of Belfast. 


93,780 square yards of new streets and 13,428 | 


square yards of back streets have been con- 
creted. Ten miles of streets have been 
adopted. and plans approved for over seven 
miles of new streets. 

Plans have been prepared for a new bridge 
in ferro-concrete across the Milewater River 
at Deacon street, and application has been 
made to the Ministry of Home Affairs for 
sanction to a loan to meet, the cost of the 
work. 

A eurvev of the whole of the rivers and 
streams within the city is being prepared, 
with a view of schemes being carried out to 
prevent as far as possible flooding occurring 
therefrom, and work has already been com- 
menced on the lower reaches of the Black- 
steffi, Pound Barn, etc. 

During the past year the number of plans 
approved for all classes of buildings was 
4.715. and the estimated cost of the structures 
was £1,662.799. . 

Among the buildings sanctioned were 3,239 
dwellinghouses, five factories and workshops, 
195 shops, ~offices, warehouses, and other 
business premises; ¥6 churches. schools and 


public baildings; 005 other buildings and | 


alterations snd additions to existing build 
ings, and 855 motor garages. 

Approvals were also given for the tn 
stallation of 40 petrol tank chambers, with 
pumps, at the approximate cost of £6,000. 

During the period. 5.220. subsidy and 700 
non-subsidy homses lave been erected, and 
there are 460 in course of erection.

HE Free State's external trade for the 
past twelve months shows an increase 
of four and a half million pounds on 

that of the year ending November, 1935, and 
a decrease in the adverse trading balance of 
ever half a million pounds. The total trade 
amounted to £61,775,672 for the year endin 
November, 1936, compared with £57,136 
for the year ended November, 1935 and is 
the largest since 1932, when the volume was 
£71,641,620. The adverse trade balance for 
the year ended November, 1936, was 
£17,072,024, compared with £17,605,966 at 
November, 1935, and with £16,478,760 at 
November, i | 

The increased trading has taken place, 


both in imports and exports. Imports for 
the ri under review amounted to 
£359,423, compared with £37,416,103 for 


the year ended November, 1935—an increase 
of two million pounds’ worth. Exports (in- 
cluding re-exports' of £483,706) were valued 
af 51, for the period ended Novem- 
ber, 1956, compared with £19,720,137 for the 
corresponding period ending November, 
1935—an increase of two and a half million 
pounds. 

The volume of trade for the eleven months 
January-November, 1936. amounted to 
£57,057,705, of which £36.489,039 were 
imports and £20,568.668 were exports, so 
that, on the eleven months of the present 
year, the adverse trading balance is slightly 
under £16,000,000. 

‘Of the total imports for the eleven months: 
this year £18,976.163 were from Great 
Britain and £507,952 from Northern Ireland, 
representing between them 56 per cent. of the 
total imports, Exports to Great Britain 
were £16,743,498, and to Northern Treland 
£2,092,205, representing between them 90 per 
cent. of the total exports of the country, over 
the eleven months ended November this year. 


OTHER COUNTRIES 


Of the “other” countries, the United 
States is the next largest customer. Imports 
from the U.S.A. were valued at £2,797,040 
for the eleven months, while exports to that 
country ‘were £245,767. Imports from 
Germany for the eleven months this year 
were valued at £1,281,786, and exports to 


that country £572,063. Imports from 
Belgium were £1,069.619, and exports to 


that country £216,364. From Australia the 
Free State imported goods worth £1,487,168, 
from Canada £1,417,925, and from British 
India £1,155.743; while exports to those 
Dommions were. for the period this year, 
£10,465 to Australia, £41,367 to Canada, and 
£44.076 to British India, Imports from 
Spain over the eleven months this year were 
valued at £267,476, and exports to that country 
£26.701. Imports from Italy for the period 
January-November, 1936, were valued at 
£69.591, and exports £544. Imports from 
Soviet Russia for the e'even months were 
valaed at £454,150, and eaports £24,350. 
During the past eleven months live animals 
were imported valued at £602,910. compared 


with £481,539 in the corresponding period 


last year. Foodstuffs of animal origin 
were imported in the period this year worth 
£350,650, compared with £344,201 in the 
period last year. 
WHEAT IMPORTS 
Cereals and feeding-stuffs were brought 


inte the country in the eleven months this 
year to the value of £4,117,534, compared 
with £3,962,028 in the corresponding period 


last year. Wheat imports this year were 
valuel at £2.672,10"°, compared with 
£2.161,195 in the corresponding eleven 


months last year. 

Imports of fruit, vegetables, etc., in the 
eleven months this year were worth 
£1,240,300, compared with £1,.261,800 in 
the eleven montis last year. Tea imports 
in the eleven months this year were 
valued at £1,3556.487 for 20,141.4/5ib., com- 
pared with £1.427,585 for 21,2135,613lb. in 
the eleven months last year. Sugar imports 
in the period this year were £64,686, com- 
pared with £62,697 in the corresponding 
eleven months last year. 

Imports of drink (norter, ale, spirits, ete.) 
were valned at £728,891 this year, compared 
with £521,479 in the eleven months last year. 
Porter imports rose to £362,276 this year, 
as against £161,076 in the period last year. 

Imports of tobacco rose to £936,826 in the 


eleven months this year, compared with 
£660,992 in the corresponding period last 
year.

Coal imports for the eleven months this 
year were valued at £2,792,808, compared 
with £2.221.805 in the eleven months

” Boots and shoes were imported to the 
value of £514,273 in the eleven months this 
year, compared with £462,521 in the corres 
ponding period last year. 

Live animals were exported this year to the

Hobbes, of Ascot, Berkshire, whose 
husband, Major A. W. Fosbroke-Hobbes, 
was killed when a “plane owned by British- 
American Air Service. Lid., ctashed at 
Heston Aerodrome, Middlesex, on July 16, 
1935. 

Major Fosbroke-Hobbes was a member 
of a party of seven, the guests of Mr. H.

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BRITAIN LEADS THE 
WAY 
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IMMENSE INCREASE IN 
CAPITAL SHIPS 


—— F€——-—-- 


HE, speed and thoronghness with which 

| the naval Powers of the world are re- 
arming is shown in the new issue of 

“ Jane's i; hting Ships,” edited by Mr. 
Francis E. ÁicMurtrie, and published to-day 
(Sampson Low, Marston and Co., 2 guineas). 

Britain leads with 99 new ships under con- 
struction, or in prospect, and the other 
Powers concerned with security at sea are 
undertaking big programmes of new building 
and replacement. 

A factor of great w ig is the result 
ia practice of the failure quantitatively to 
limit capital ships. In three years or so the 
number of new capital ships placed in com- 
mission will be greater than at any time in 
the last twenty years. 

“With the definite sbandonment of the 


pare of quantitative limitation by 
reaty,”’ says the publishers’ foreword, “ the 
high tide in naval construction has set in 
strongly. Not since the Great War ended 


has such a quantity of new tonnage been 
authorised. 

“Capital ships, the building of which has 
heen a rarity in recent years, are now being 
ordered freely by the principal Powers. In 
1940 the British Fleet will reinforced by 
two 36,000 ton battleships of entirely novel 
design. These two ships, the King George V. 
and Prince of Wales, are being laid down at 
the beginning of 1957. The United States 
Navy will begin the construction of two ships 
of similar displacement at the same date, and 
there is every indication that Japan intends 
to do the same. 

“France, having hegun the Richelien, is 
now about to lay down the Jean Bart, while- 
Germany, having one 35,000 tonner in hand, 
eens to start work on a sister ship in 


“*Italy’s two capital ships, the Littorio and 
Vittorio Veneto were laid down in 1934, but 
progress is so slow that it is unlikely that 
they will be ready before 1940. ‘There is 
little doubt that in that year the number of 
new cagital ships placed in commission will 
be greater than at any time since 1916.” 


A NEW FACTOR 


The amazingly high speed of ships of such 
tonnage is likely to create a new factor in 
naval warfare. 

“Jane “ comments :—“ Every one of these 
ships is believed to be designed for a speed 
of 530 knots or more, evidence of the extent 
to which the battleship and battle cruiser 
have coalesced.” 

_The speed of Britain's crack battleship, 
Nelson, is 23 knots. 

The Naval Conference which met in London 
this year failed in its primary purpose, which 
was to secure a quantitative limitation of 
armaments. 

_Of the five Powers which met (the British 
Empire, the United States, France, Italv and 
Japan), the British Empire the United States 
and France only agreed to certain limitations, 
which included capital ships at 35,000 tons 
with 16” guans—figures which represented 
about the maximum in tennage and weight 
of metal which any Power ever desired te 
reach. 

An attempt was made to restrict the eun 
calibre of capital ships to 14 inches. This 
was ultimately mode subject to the adherence 
before April 1, 1937, of all the parties to 
the Washington Treaty. 

“Of this,” the foreword says, “ there does 
not appear to be the slightest prospect. On 
the other hand, negotiations are well ad- 
vanced for separate agreements between the 
British Government, on the one hand. and 
those of Germany. Norway, Sweden, Den- 
mark. Finland and the Soviet Union. embody- 
ing the main conditions of the new London 
Treaty.” 

The Conference did, however, agree upon 


naval construction. Of this, “Jane” says :— 
“More important than anything else is the 
section which provides for advance notifica- 
tion and exchange of information between 
contracting parties concerning new ships. Hy 
removing the element of uncertainty this 
should go far to abolish the atmosphere of

“As instruments of reconnaissafice, air- 
craft are now accepted as a necessary part of 
the equipment of capital ships and cruisers, 
to be embodied in their design... Naval 
architects have risen to the occasion, dis- 
pleying their accustomed ingenuity in pro- 
viding for the extra demandg on space and 
weight.” 

Of the three new British carriers, the Ark 
Reyal will be of 22,000 tons, and it is re- 
ported that she will carry 70 machines. It 
is believed that her design will follow the 
general lines of the Courageous, which has 
an official complement of 48 aircraft.

“In the light. of present world condi. 
tions,’’ says the United States Secretary 
for War, Mr. Henry Woodring, “ we 
cannot afford to neglect measures for our 
own national safety.” America. there 
fore, will fall into-line with the nations 
of Europe if Mr. Woodring’s report is 
adopted, and will begin to strengthen her 
defences.

It is thought 
that these men tumber about 350,000 
and, since they are undergoing a semi- 
military training at the hands of Army 
officers, there is little doubt that they 
could take the field at a few months’ 
notice as full-fledged soldiers if the need 
should arise. When everything is taken

The Christmas holidays bring life back 
to country places. Windows that have 
been long dark are lit at nights now— 
there is speculation in those eyes of olden 
houses. In cottage homes young members 
of the family, whose years are spent in 
the city, and, perhaps, across the Channel, 
are seen once more, and young voices 
sound about the homestead as if the 
countryside were thriving once again. “A 
speech which King James I, delivered in 
1616 has been recalled recently on account 
of its extraordinary aptness to present 
times, and we venture to cite it for com- 
parison with Ireland's present need of a 
rural social life, revivified by leadership 
not at Christmas only, but all the year 
round. ‘‘ Out of my own mouth,’’ the 
King said, ‘‘ I declare unto you that the 
courtiers, citizens and lawyers, and those 
which belong unto them, and others as 
have places in term time, are only neres- 
sary persons to remain about this city ; 
others must get them into the country.”’ 
Will President de Valera speak in like 
tone to politicians? Here are King 
James's reasons: ‘‘ Beside the having of 
the country desolate when the gentry dwe!! 
in this London, divers other mischiefs 
First, if insurrection 
should fall out (as was lately seen by the 
Levellers gathering together), what order 
can be taken with it, when the country is 
unfurnished of gentlemen to take order 
with it? Next, the poor want relief for 
fault of the gentlemen's hospitality at 
home. Thirdly, my service is neglected, 
and the good government of the country 
for lack of the principal gentlemen's 
presence that should perform it; and 
lastly the gentlemen lose their own busi- 
ness at home.”’

Large numbers of our people are living 
dangerously near the subsistence line ; but 
there is no warrant for the assumptior 
that the loyalists are worse off than any- 
body else. We sympathise very sincerely 
with those persons who suffered financially 
and otherwise when the British left the 
Free State. Many of them lost almost every- 
thing, and, unhappily, thousands left their 
native country. We have no patience, 
however, with the attempts that are being 
made to suggest that the loyalists who 


}remained in the Free State are being 


treated unfairly. or that any discrimina 


tion is being made against them, We do 


not suggest for a moment that all those 
citizens of the Saorstdt who were, and 
still are, loyal to the British connection 
are satisfied with the present Government 
in this country, or that they do not often 
yearn for the days that have gone for ever. 
Yet we do not hesitate to say that they 
are getting a square deal from the Free 
State authorities ; and they ask for nothing 
more, Mutatis mutandis, there are just 
as many chariiable organisations in the 
Free State as there are in any other 
country. In some respects, indeed, our 
social services are ahead even of those of 
Great Britain, and while we will not deny 
that there are suffering and hardship 
among the poorer classes, we do deny very 
strongly that loyalists are being victimised 
in any way. We feel that it is our duty 
to make this point perfectly clear. The 
cause of the ex Unionists in this country 
will not be served by panderings to false 
sentiment. It is their own country, after 
all, and they are very well able to look 
after themselves. 


Slippery Roads 


The Department of Scientific and Indus- 
trial Research and the Minister of Trans- 
port in London have issued a joint re- 
port of their findings in an extensive ex- 
amination of the problem of slippery 
roads. In the report appears a descrip- 
tion of the apparatus which has been used 
to calculate the non-skid properties of 
certain types of road surface—an appar- 
atus the accuracy of which is fully en- 
dorsed by the Director of Road Research. 
The enquiry has proved that concrete re- 
tains its non-skid properties both in wet 
and dry weather, and that any surface 
treated with a top layer of precoated chip- 
pings is almost equally safe. Thus has a 
vexed problem been solved in theory. The 
means are there accurately to test any 
type of road surface ; and the best type of 
road surface has been -liscovered. Now it 
remains only for the theory to be put into 
practice—and to be put into practice 
especially in the Irish Free State. There 
are many miles of concrete roads in this 
country, and there are many miles of main 
roads that have been treated with the 
precoated chippings advocated in the re- 
port ; but there are also great stretches of 
roadway that are dangerdas in the 
summer, and positive death-traps during 
the winter months. In the country it is 
bad enough, but in the City of Dublin 
itself the streets are an unqualified dis- 
grace. The report which we have men- 
tioned condemns without reserve the 
wooden block surface—and we know that 
every single person who uses a vehicle of 
any kind in Dublin, be it a motor-lorry 
or a pedal bicycle, will concur most 
heartily in that condemnation. In wet 
weather the wooden blocks become coated 
with a thick film of grease upon which 
even brand new tyres can gaim no pur- 
chase. Those wooden blocks predominate 
in Dublin streets. The experiments in 
England have shown what must be done, 
and it is devoutly to be hoped that Dublin 
will not be too proud to follow the trail 
that has been blazed.

When any nation suddenly announces 
an increase in its arms, however small, it 
is natural for the rest of the world to 
ask whether the step has been due to 
nervousness about the possible designs of 
others, to a desire to “ make a gesture,” 
or to a definitely aggressive mood. The 
last suspicion can be removed at once so 
far as the present situation is concerned. 
The United States has no further aims 
for colonial or commercial expansion, and 
during the past few years she has given 
many proofs that she wants to practise 
a doctrine of national isolation, Apart 
from her trading interests in China 
(which, indeed, may lead to a clash with 
Japan before this century is over), she 
has little concern with anything that may 
happen outside her own continent, and 
wishes for nothing better than to be left 
alone. With this end in view she has 
dissociated herself not only from the 
League of Nations, but from every other 
European “entanglement’’ which might 
have the smallest seeds of trouble in it. 
She cannot cut herself off'so cleanly from 
the other nations in the New World, but, 
knowing that there will be no possibility 
of danger unless one of her neighbours is 
attacked by a European State, she has 
been working vigorously to ‘‘insulate "’ 
the whole Continent of America, The 
Pan-American Congress, which was opened 
in Buenos Aires at the beginning of this 


all the stir of business and society is 
concentrated elsewhere. ‘* Therefore,’”’ 
said King James, in words that we would 
like to hear used rerbatim by some living 
leader, “ as every fish lives in his own 
place, some in fresh, some in salt, some 
in the mud; so let everyone live in his 
own place, some at Court, some in the 
city, some in the country, especially at 
festival times, as Christmas and Easter 
and the rest.” If all our deputies could 
be constrained to spend their entire leisure 
in their own constituencies, the wise words 
of James—who, like his grandson, ‘‘ never 
said a foolish thing and never did a wise 
one ''—would bear fruit. Especially ought 
Ministeis and those permanent officials 
who are even more potent than Ministers 
to have country homes, and to share the 
parochial interests which are, after all, 
the supreme interests of the nation. Not 
once or twice, but often, has it been seen 
that political leaders, by setting up their 
residence and building their life’s concerns 
in the metropolis, have grown out of touch 
with the mind of their electors, so that 
their own fall has followed. The same 
fault among departmental chiefs cannot 
be corrected by popular repercussion at 
election time. Rather some deep-rooted 
discontent, issuing in disloyalty to the 
State, comes from the loss of sympathy 
between officials and people. It would be 
well if the temporary revival of a diffused 
social life at Christmas time were made 
the starting point of a rural rejuvena- 
tion.

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The first of the Christmas Carol Services 
at St. Patrick's Cathedral attracted a very 
large congregation, the spacious church 
being well filled.

It is officially announced that the Pope 
will broadcast a Christmas message to the 
world on Christmas Eve. His Holiness 
will address the millions of the Catholic 
Church from his bed at 11.30 in the 
morning (G.M.T.). 

Pope Pius X1., who is 79 years of age, 
and whose health has been causing so 
much anxiety lately, is expected to make 
an appeal for peace to the troubled 
peoples of the earth on the occasion of 
the great peace festival. 

The Pope this morning summoned 
Father Soccopsi, Director of the Vatican 
City Wireless Station, and asked him if 


such a broadcast would be technically 
possible. He was evidently at once 
assured that it would be perfectly 
practicable. 


The broadcast talk will take the place of 
the customary Christmas Eve address to the 
Cardinals which has been cancelled owing 
to his illness. 

Alarmist reports about the health of 
the Pope which have been current over the 
week-end were denied at the Vatican to. 
day. He receives the Cardinal! Secretary 
of State regularly every day and actively 
occupies himself with the affairs of his 
spiritual kingdom. 

The Pope, who was born on May Slst. 
1857, has occupied the Papa) chair since 
February 12th. 1922. The son of a weaver 
and one of a family of seven children, his 
private name was Achille Ambrose 
Damian Rati. and his native place the 
small Lombard town of Desio, near Milan. 
He is fond of recalling that he is the first 
Pope since the fifteenth century who has 
visited Enaland.

GALE BREARS DOWN

A HOUSING SCANDAL 


The Times remarks editorially to-day :— 


| During the last debate in the House of 


Commons before the recess a bitter and 
justifiable outcry was raised against the 
persistence of bad housing conditions in 
some parts of Scotland. Scotland has 


always laboured under certain handicaps, IRISH OIL REFINERIES 


as compared with England, in the matter 
of house-building. She started with worse 
conditions, at least, in the great city of 
Glasgow. Her people are poorer, and 
private enterprise has not been able to 
supplement municipal building to the 
same extent. These handicaps have been 
recognised by the grant of larger and 
longer subsidies, and upon one occasion 
ten years ago by the incursion of the 
Government itself, through a special 
agency, into the field of house-building ; 
but in spite of every stimulus under 
200,000 houses have been built in Scotland 
during the past seventeen years, and Mr. 
Elliot declared in the debate that at the 
present rate of building it might be as 
much as fifteen years more before Scottish 
housing could be considered adequate. 
Though several laggard localities have 
been pilloried, adds The Times, Glasgow 
has achieved an unenviable pre-eminence 
in housing failure. In that city one-third 
of the population is overcrowded, and 
some idea of what this figure means may 
be gathered from the fact that, judged by 
the test of overcrowding alone, conditions 
in Glasgow are exactly four times worse 
than in Liverpool, though it has never 
been pretended that housing conditions 'n 
Liverpool are anything to_ boast of. 
Again, the recent overcrowding survey 
showed that in Glasgow 4,638 single apast- 
ment houses were occupied by four or more 
persons, and 9,786 two-apartment houses 
were occupied by six or more persons. It
